WOMEN AS ROBBERS 


Allegations of Hold-Up 
Near Kowloon City 


An elderly blind womon, Liu 
Hing, was complainant tn a highway 
robbery case ngiinst two other 


women, Cheng Liu and Won Kee, 
which wns dealt with by Mr, E, 
Himsworth at the Kawloon Mugis- 
tracy yesterday. Both defendants 
were committed to the next Criminal 
Sessions, 

Dle.-Sergeant C. Downman said 
that defendants had been friends of 
complainant. On January t4, first 
defendant accompanied complainant, 
as had been her practice, when she 
went out. As, they were walking fn 
Sung Wong Tol Road, Kawloon City, 
complninant felt her throat — being 
grasped by two hands and her girdle 
beings cut. There were two money 
bags on the girdle, containing: in all 
$52. The money was stolen, 

After this incident, frst defendant 
und Lin went to the Kowloon City 
Police Station and there first defen- 
dant made a report that she and 
complainant had been robbed of 
money by three men. When they 
bern anakinag cnaquiries, the Police 
beeame suspicious of the report, and 
on questioning frst defendant they 
learned that second! defendant had 
committed the theft. Second defen-

Hearing of the $30,000 Insurnnce 
cluim against China Underwriters 
Ltd, was resumed before the Chiet 
Justice, Slr Atholl MacGregor, In the 
Supreme Court yesterdny, ‘after an 
adjournment of neorly a month. 

Plaintiff! are the Cheong Shing 
Hong firm, and the claim arose out 
of a fire In thelr gedown In January, 
1938. 

They claim $30,906.23 from the de- 
fendants, being the rateable propor 
tlon to be borne by them for the loss 
of n quantity, of sea-food through 
the fire, - . 

The defence Is that out of the 137 
items set out in the claim, 127 are 
fraudulent, and benefits under the 
policies , are, therefore, forfeited. 
They ftirther allege that some of 
the goods hnd been chiurged higher 
than the market price and that the 
weight and price book had been 
altered,

‘The defendants are represented by 
the Hon. Mr. Leo D’Almada, Jnr, 
and Mr, D. J, N. Anderson, instructed 
by Mr, O, EB, C, Marton of Deacons. 

Won Yun-tong, manoging partner 
of plaintit firm, was cross-examined 
hy Mr. D’Almada on a number of
